Several compromise propositions were 


discussed. 


While no one of them was acted upon, 


there is a probability that the entire sub- 
ject may be placed in the hands of a 
commission. 


It is yet uncertain whether, if this so- 


lution I* accepted, any appropriation will 
be provided, but some members of tfie 
committee advocate the policy of allow- 
ing the appropriation, as ma.de yesterday, 
to stand, subject to favorable reports by 
the commission. 


The proposition for a commission was 


mad« by Senator Nelson, who said he was 
acting as a disinterested Senator only for 
the purpose of offering a solution of the 
difficulty. 


He suggested that (the proposed commis- 


sion be composed entirely of men who 
have not acted upon any of the commis- 
sions heretofore appointed upon the sub- 
ject, and it should be made up of an en- 
gineer of tlw army, a member of the Coast 
and Geadctie Survey and a- civil engineer. 


Senator White responded that he would 


be willing to accept the suggestion, but 
Frye and Jones, who are favorable to 
Santa Monica, said they would prefer to 
consider the question until Monday.

Albert Hart died at his residence in 
this city this morning after a long and 
painful illness. 


Deceased was one of the best known 


men In California. 


He was born tn Barbadoes, West 


Indies, in May, 1830, of English par- 
ents. 


In 1860 young Hart came to Califor- 


nia, engaged in mining for awhile and 
then became school teacher, being one 
of the earliest teachers in the State 


For several years he was employed 


hi the State Library and was first li- 
brarian of the San Francisco Law Li- 
brary as well as of the San Francisco 
Public Utbrary. 


He was private secretary under Gov- 


ernor Booth, Pacheco and Perkins, and 
afterwards held a position In the San 
Francisco postofflce. 


Returning to Sacramento he was elec- 


ted Superintendent of Public Schools. 


Later, he was executive secretary 


under Governor Markbam and at the 
death of Secretary of State Watte, 
Hart was appointed to fill ths unex- 
pired term.

From an analysis 
of the earth taken from where Pearl 
Bryan's body was found, and of the mud 
found on Jackson's trousers, he declared 
the two specimen* alike.

fused admission to the G. A. K. De- 
jwrtment Kncampm^nt now In sosilon 
in Santa Cruz have returned, wnart- 
Jng under the treatment tney received. 


Captain W. H. Hussey, who was the 


first of tho delegates to return, having 
come via the narrow gauge route, was 
Been by a Tribune-reporter today and 
asked for an opinion on the manner 
in which the Post had been treated. 


"They simply did not want us," said 


he. "We apologized to the Commander 
for the Infraction of the rules of the De- 
partment, 'but It was of no avail. In 
that, we w«nt too far. They wanted us 
to retract the charges made against the 
management of the Soldiers' Home at 
Yountvllle. They wanted us to say that 
those men "were honest. We could not 
do that, and we didn't do It. Those men 
in San FranclBCo worked their point 
well and we found It Impossible to rc- 
alat their Influence. They refused us 
admission as delegates to the Encamp- 
ment, not only the delegates who were 
regularly elected, but also to the past 
post commanders ot Lyon who are, ex- 
offlclo, entitled to scale in the Encamp- 
ment. This wns done, notwithstanding 
th*t it was shown from the Blue Book 
of the G. A. R. that, in caaea.where a 
G. A. R. pout is suspended, the ex-of- 
nclo delecaiteo and those specially elect- 
el as delegates cannot be denied ad- 
mission, because that would be depriv- 
ing them of honors previously conferr- 
ed. Shutting out both classes of dele- 
gates, lu a manner, prevented the En- 
campment 
from 
Investigating 
the 


charges made against the management 
of the Soldiers' Home at 1'ountvlllc, be- 
catibc It caused the matter to devolve 
upon representatives of other Posts who 
had not taken much Interest In the 
matter."

Captain Hussey was asked if it had 


been shown that other Posts hod sent 
out resolutions without consulting the 
Department Commander, and whether 
or not the Department

liimwlf had received the permission of 
the Department Encampment before he 


By way of re- 
ply Captain Husaey iaild: 


"1 rode up in the train this morning 


with the National Commander and I 
told him what other Posts In this de- 
partment had done and how the Posts 
in San Francisco that are fighting Lyon 
Post had done the very thing we had 
been charged with and yet they had not 
even oeen criticised. The only reply that 
he made to the statement was that 'two 
wrongs did not make a right.' 


"I don'it know yet what the Post will

A 
time when economy should be practiced 
in the expenditure from the various 
funds as provided In the tax levy of 
one dollar. 


The funds as fixed in the tax levy of 


this year with the exception of the 
Street, High School and Library Funds, 
are more than sufllclent to maintain the 
departments for which they were in- 
tended. 
The shortage in the street 
Fund will reach JS600. The High School 
Fund will be short about $2000 due to 
the fact that the Board of Education 
proceeded with It* extravagant policy 
after the tax levy had been fixed by the 
City Council and did not attempt to 
conduct affairs within the amount al- 
lowed them. 


The Library Fund should have been 


sufficient to conduct the Library and 
Reading Rooms, yet, the Trustees have 
asked and received from the Council 
S2000 in addition to the amount al- 
lowed. 


That the above departments should 
have been kept within the sums al- 
lowed by the Mayor there is no ques- 
tion, but with all their eagerness to 
expend city funds there will bo suffi- 
cient in the various funds to meet the 
amounts overdrawn, provided the City 
Council does not expend the funds for 
other purposes as it has attempted to 
do the past two weeks to the amount 
of $22.000. 


It Is a well known fact that a major- 
ity of the ofiicials of the city are not in 
sympathy with the dollar rate or will 
they ever be BO, as I am thoroughly 
convinced that they are not after an 
economical government. It Is evident 
that since its adoption a majority of 
the City Council has done all possible 
in its power to defeat the -popularity 
of the measure. They have expended 
tho city's funds regardless of conse- 
quences. 


It has been heralded abroad that they 
would make the dollar tax rate so un- 
popular that at the end of the year it 
will be friendless. 


By thp adoption of the dollar limit tax 
rate sufficient rands were provided to 
conduct our city government on a ba- 
sis far In excess of cities of equal and 
greater population elsewhere.

Great Britain has Just now two 


small wars In Africa with the pros- 
pect of a third one. Xo one at present 
can calculate the magnitude of the 
Soudan war. It has been reported that 
the Kalifa and his chiefs, can 
Into the field 100.0TO armed men. It Is 
not likely that the British will meet at 
any one place so large a force. Eut If 
th<-rc are anything like that number of 
woll armed fighting men 
in Upper 


Egypt, a small war may grow Into a 
very large one. 


Wh»n th" Egyptian treasury l.i ex- 


hausted, what then? If Great Britain 
finds It necessary to keep up thc finan- 


I ce». It will Increase the Hen novr held 
upon Egypt. Thorf will be a. new ground 
of complaint on the part of Trance that 
Great Britain has a still stronger hold 
on the country. A small war may lead 
to a great one. even If the theatre is 
confined to the Soudan. 


Then Great Britain has another war 


in the Ma-tabole country. It may never 
assume very large proportions. But the 
Matab<>les can count upon fomethtng 
like 100,000 fighting men, or they could 
count on as many, before they had the 
first brush with white men. Other pow- 
erful African tribes are beginning to 
feel the Inspiration of war. In the ter- 
ritory now claimed by Great Britain 
in Africa, beginning at Cape Colony 
nnd extending up to Victoria Nyanza. 
there aro more than twenty millions of 
natives, comprising tome of the ficr- 
clest warriors in all Africa. It is not 
probable that there will be anything 
like a confederation. But a combination 
of thrfp or four millions for hostile 
purposes, would make lively times for 
an English army. 


And, finally, the differences between 


President Kruger of tho Transvaal, 
and the English have recently become 
of a more pronounced character. Kru- 
gf-r will not go to England to discuss 
those dlffereneen until some basis of 
sf-ttlemunt Is first accepted. His de- 
mand for a very large sum by way of 
damages. Is still pending. The sturdy 
old Boer has given notice that this 
mono must be paid or th»re will be 
trouble. There appears to be a secret 
confederation of all the Boers In South 
Atrlca for a common defense, with a 
disposition to square away for a fight. 
Once In conflict, there would be the 
most extenbive and bloody war ever 
known in South Africa. 


New Tork. Lloyds attribute all legis- 
lation detrimental to their Interests to 
the stock companies and they propose 
to take a hand In the fight by introduc- 
ing a bill which would require every 
agent of an insurance company to be a 
resident of New Tork state for many 
years.
